REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' claims have been allowed because the claims are limited to a residence 
time of 0.005 to 0.05 seconds. In contrast, the Go article "Property Control of High 
Purity Titanium Dioxide by Vapor Phase Oxidation Process" discloses a residence time 
of 0.1 to 0.4 seconds (please see the upper left portion of page 1 168 in the Go article 
and also note the bottom of pg. 5 in the English translation of this Go article).
